/ On 11/27/63, CAR LO S BR L^GU IER stated that 
ORESTES PENAj operator of the Hab^a Bar, 117 Decatur St*, 
T NevT^Yo&ns > La. stated OSWALD wa6 la this bar sometime 
between/8/15 and 8/30/63 with a Mexican individual and that 
this Mexican was later in the bar with another Mexican. 
BRINGUIER also stated from talking with PENA he under- 
stood OSWALD may have frequented a restaurant ^t Iberville 
and Decatur Streets. 


It is noted that In interview with DEAN ANDREIS, 
attorney, he has stated OSWALD was accompanied to his 
office on two occasions by a "Mexican looking kid who gave 
the appearance of being a homosexual". 

ANDREWS had no contact 'with this individual but 
merely observed him accompany OSWALD to his office.
